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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's Amendment filed on January 16, 2008 in response to Examiner's Office 
Action has been reviewed. Claims 1, 22, 25 and 26 are amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-46 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination the point 
represented by a fail over log sequence number and the divergence in transaction history 
comprises at least one of a condition in which Dl fails for a period of time during which Dl ' 
remains operational, and Dl is brought back online or a condition in which Dl has provided data 
to the database and the data has not been received by Dl' parsing design criteria into elemental 
manufacturing building modules independent of the one or more design data files and storing to 
a database a meta-data file comprising the extracted design criteria and the elemental 
manufacturing building modules, incorporating the manufacturing knowledge into the meta-data 
file as set forth in independent claims 1, 22, 25 and 26. 

Dependent claims 2-21, 23, 24 and 27-46 being fiirther limiting to the independent claims 
1, 22 and 26 respectively are also allowed. 

The closet prior art. Draper et al. US Patent No. 5,924,096 teaches maintaining one or 
more physical log recording the history of the copies. The closest prior art fails to anticipate or 
render Applicant's limitations above obvious.
